hund red dollars to the building at 1 1 
o ’clock last night, while smok e

in the \V. E. Trein jewelry store a d ­ 
joining the confectionery and to the 
f urniture in the flat above, occupied 
by Mrs. A nna Davis. 
The conflagration was 
discovered 
by Mr. and Mrs. H enry J,bt. who r e ­ 
side in the rooms over tliolr 
men; 
m a rk et, which adjoins 
the 
Arrlgo 
store on the west. 
T hey were a w a k ­ 
ened T>\ tlie smell of smok e, which 
soon completely filled 
their 
rooms, 
and notified 
the 
fire 
departm ent. 
W he n the firemen ajrriy ed the flames 
had eaten through t he floor and had 
cut a pathw a y across the floor to th. 
east wall of tlie room, creeping up­ 
w ards between the pla stering of the 
wall to the sk y light above.

It was an insidious fire to combat,
